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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant argument that (If the 
first and second bight of Nolen were being used for the buttoner bend as stated by the Examiner then Nolen would also be claiming a 
first, a second and a middle portion which the claim of this appn does not claim. Also Nolen says that the unbottoner portion includes a 
first (24), a second (26) and middle (22) portion. Whereas the claim of this appn. makes no claim of having a middle portion between 
two reversing bights) includes additional structure not required by Applicant's invention, it must be noted that Nolen discloses the 
invention as claimed. The fact that it discloses additional structure not claimed is irrelevant. In this case, the Examiner will like to point 
out that the Applicant's invention does have a member between the first bight and the second bight although it is not being claimed just 
like Nolen has his middle portion. In response to Applicant's argument that (Nolan does not discloses a devise having a hook and a 
button Bend. Nolen discloses a devise with a hook that includes a button bend. Also the claim of this appn. does not require a hook with 
two bighs but a hook leading into two bights.) does not include certain features of this Applicant's invention, the limitatation on which the 
Applicant relies (i.e. a hook leading into two bight) are not stated in the claims. It is the claims that define the claimed invention, and it is 
claims, not specifications that are anticipated or unpatentable. Constant v. Advanced Micro-Devices Inc., 7 USPQ2d 1064. In this case, 
the claim recites "A hook having at one end of said hook a reversing first bight said first bight sufficiently opposite of said hook and 
having at its other end a second reversing bight said second bight being sufficiently opposite of said first bight and sufficient in length to 
be operational." and does not make any mention of having a hook leading into two bights. 
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
